Qalvehton. 'Dec. 1.— Tho Bensation 
caused by the discovery of brown paper 
in a packagt! dflivered by tlie Wtdls- 
Fargo Exprtjss company to the Island 
City Savings bank when the endorHO- 
ments showed that the parcel should 
cpi^tain 110,000 in ctumncy, shipped by 
tbAtataldpg honaeof K«antM Brothers, 
Of K«w York, waa inoreaaed yesterday 
when it became known that the banking 
honae of Bill, Hatchings & Company 
had been Tictuniied to tiM estent of 
125,000 in s similar way. 

Tuesday morning among the money 
nackages received by this last named 
banking house was one purporting to 
contain |25,000, ghipned by the National 
City bank, of New Y ork. This package 
was not opened nntil after banking' 
koon Toesday evening, when the 
eaahler was astounded upon catting it 
open to Bee bandies of common brown 
wrapping i>aper roll oat on Us desk. 
The tact that the two binki NoeiTed 
their packages from different initita- 
tiona in New York, made it certain that 
the robbery was perpetrated after the 
packages niad been delivered to the ex- 
preaa company by New Y<y-k shippers. 

General Superintendent Christesun, 
of the WellH-Fargo company, and his 
assistant, Taft, arrived yesterday to 
look into the matter. They decline to 
talk beyond the bare acknowledgment 
of the robbery, and it was impossible to 
ascertain if they have any clew as to 
the point on the line where the robbery 
was committed. 

. Further excitement was created yes- 
terday everiiiij^ by the aiin(iun(eiii''iit 
that Hall. llut( liiiigs & C'lnijiaiiy bad 
lost S;r>,(RK) additional to the .*-J.').0»Ki. tor 
wliirh brown jiiiji-r w;u< substitiite>d. 
An invi'sri^'ati.di, however, developed a 
clerical error in iiiakinj; up the money 
for shipment. 

A gentleman of this ("ity, who has 
had yeara of exjierience in handling 
bank part^els, remarked today: "If the. 
. express company received the packaiji's 
in the shape in which tliey reacht'il 
Galveston, the money must have lu rn 
taken en route aiul tin; oomimny is 
therefore liable for its loss. 1 here is 
little r>robability that the tamperinj; 
with the jiackuge wa.s dotie at the New 
York bank. (Jne of the packatfes had a 
small li(»le burned in tlie wrapjier by 
hot wax, and this makes me feel confi- 
dent that the robbery wa.s committed 
outside of New York city, because at 
this time of year New York banks have 
clerks who make ur money packaj,'es 
for cotton i)oints and if the wrajiper is 
mutilated, be it ever so little, a new one 
is put on. In my opinion a motit thor- 
ough investigation of the entire route of 
the packages between New York and 
Qalveston will locate t he thie f."

FAILED TO FLAG IT. 



Alt Old, Old Ci>u«e iii Explanation of a 
Wreck 

Nkw London, Conn., Dec. 1.— A fast 
freight from tUs dty crashed into the 
rear of the Boston express at Noaak last 
night, resulting in a canplete wreck 
Half a mile this side of Noaak acoup- 
ling on the express, which leaves here 
at 6 o'clbek, broke and the train halted 
for repairs. A few moments later the 
Stonington special* which closely fol- 
lows the express,' rounded a curve and 
plunged into the rear of the express. 
The fireman of the special, Charles 
Palmer, jumped. He was badly cut, 
but will recover. Engineer Frank Niles 
stood at his poet and attempted to re 
verse. He was crushed beneath the 
wreckage and will die. 

The engine and three cars of the s)>e- 
cial were demolished. The dining car 
at the rear of the express was over- 
turned, set on fire and totally destroyed. 
It was for some reason detatched from 
the rest of the train and was tiie only 
pa»!senger car wrecked. Fortunately, 
all had left it bat a moment be(ora the 

crash. 

The ^Teck was due to carelessness 
on the i)art of the express crew in not 
sending back flagmen to hold the 
freight.

Joust, Dec. 1.— The S^oneCity bank, 
with a capital stock of $100,000 and con- 
trolled by tin! Fish Brothers, snsiiended 
payments yesterday. The failure was 
precipitated by the confession of judg- 
ments aggr»gating |>18^17.') by the 
Jolit t Enier|irise Wire M.ill company, 
also controlled by the Fish Brothers, 
yesterday morning,. It is estimated 
tliat the liabiliti* s of the two concerns 
are .fOOO.iHM), but nothing definite about 
the liabilities or assets is obtainable. 

The affairs of the bank are so involved 
with those of the mill that it will take 
considerable time to unravel the tangle. 
While the bank was a separate institu- 
tion its ijrosperity waa co-existent with 
that of the wire mill and the large r 
part of lt« assets were investH<l in the 
mill business. The failure is attributed 
to dullness of trade. Large sums had 
been exiiended for machinery and other 
plant, and a slackening in the demand 
for the mill's product entailed the piling 
up of good* m which U nia li^cMiihle 
to realise.

Elmira, N. Y., Dec. 1.— One of the 
most horrible accidents that ever oc- 
curred in this city took pbwe shortly 
after 11 o'clock last night. William 
Conklin and %dfe, Mr. and Mrs. Ed. 
Blaiuhard and Mavg.iret Pette. of 
Southpiirt Corners, seven miles soutli 
of the city, came to town yesterday. At 
about 11 o'clock last iiight they pre- 
pared to return home. The five got into 
a wagon, drawn by one horse. While 
crossmg Pennsylvania avenue the Eri« 
vestibuled train, westbound, crashed 
into the rig, instantly Idlliag four ctf the 
occupants and probably tMally injosing 
theMth. 

The engineer Mil not know of the ac- 
cident until he I'eached the dejiot over a 
mile away. Upon examining his engine, 
as usual, ne discovered a gha.--tlv sight. 
Edward liiaiichard and Ids wife, and 
^fargarettt' Pette were piled in a heap 
on the jalot of the engine. He waa 
dumbfoundeil. The biKlies were re- 
moved to a convenient phu-e and the 
coroner notified. While the bodies were 
being removed word came that another 
corpse lay beside the track, near the 
Pennsylvania crossing, and a man lay 
4ying nearby. He prove<l to be William 
Conluin. Tne bodies of the dead ar"> 
now at the morgue. Deep mystery sur- 
rounds the affair. If Conklin dies, or 
does not recover consciousness before 
his death, it will never be known how 
he came to cvoai the tracks in front of 
an express t rain. The railroad and mu 
nicipal offic ers are now looking into the 
maner.

Nothing could better show the diHbon- 
eaty of the protacUon claim that the tariff 
exists for the workingman.

BATBaBSTABTLUiU DISCOVBKY. 

A rather sUrtllng dlaoovery was made 

at Frankfort yesterday that puts an end 
to any franchise tax for tbe present. 

A special to tha Covington Common- 
wealth says: "After months of trouble and 
turmoil w itb |the provision for a franchise 
tax in tbe Revenue bill it is suddenly 
developed after the act has become a law 
that no franchise tax can ba eolleoted 
under the bill. 

"The statute provides minutely the 
manner of fixing the value of corpora- 
tion franchises, but fails to provide for 
the levy of a tax upon that value. 

*'As the bill eama from the Revisory 
Coiiunittee tbe first section provided that 
an annual tax of forty-two and one-half 
cants ahoold ba levied upon the value of 
all propartj and franchises. 

" When the bill came from the Senate, 
the words ' and franchiaes * were missing, 
and their absence is just now discovered 
after the act has become a law and it is 
too late to pass another. 

"Just whan and where the two all im- 
portant words were dropped remains a 
mystery, but that tbey were dropped is a 
fact, and the bank and trust companies 
and othar oorporatloBa an happy."

The annual reanion of the lurvivore of 
th« SixteeBth Kmtaoky Regiment yea- 
terday waa attended by about ISO of the 
"boys in blue." 

The tenerable Ooloned Oharlea A. 
Marehall, of Washington, was itrosent 
•nd delirered a patlietic and touctiing 
•ddfeas, taU of giiod advioe to hie old 
comrades. 

The Sixteenth Regiment was organized 
by Colonel Marshall soon after the com- 
mencement of the war, and enlisted in 
the defense of the Union in October, 1861, 
in General Jacob D. Cox's command. 

The Regiment had its first " baptiam 
•f fire " on November 8 o( that year at 
the battle of Ivy Mountain, on the Big 
Sandy. In thia engagement Colonel Ma^ 
ahall's hone was ahot under him, and 
his .clothinjj was penotratwi by 8«veral 
buiieta, but he escaped unharmed. 

The Sixteenth was afterwards in an 
onpaircment with Morgan'n cavalry on 
Marribone Creek, and participated in the 
battles, at Baaaoa; Kennesaw Mountain, 
Peach Tree Creek, Altoona Pass, "Bat- 
tle of August 6, 1864," Columbia, Frank- 
lin, Nashville, Towtt Oreek, Kingston and 
'Wilmington. 

At Town Creek, the Regiment captured 
a battery of four pieces, and took 325 
prisoners. At Nashville, it stormed a 
iort and captured 366 prisoners. At 
Franklin, the Regiment liad eighty-three 
men killed and wounded. Thia was one 
of the hottest engagements they were In. 

The " Rebs " captured the works liere, 
but the Sixteenth boys drove the Con- 
federates baok and reoaptused the works, 
and licld them, supported by the.Twelfth 
Kentucky and Eighth Tennessee. 

The regiment did ▼aliant service nearly 
all through the war, beintr mustered on\ 
July 15, 1865, and finally discharged from 
further service August Sad of that yyar, 
at Louisville. 

A banquet war served yesterday after- 
noon at Xeptune Hall, by the ladies of 
the >V. R. C. Captain U° C. Weaver, of 
Company D., of Brooksville, delivered 
the oration. Mrs. Nannie Ninekirk, PreH- 
ident of the W. B. 0^ delivered an ad- 
dress in response, to the toiMt "The 
Union Women." Responses to toasts 
were also made by Captain M. C. Hutch- 
ins of Oomiwny I., of this city, Lieutenant 
DeGarmo, of Cincinnati, and other?. 

The reunion was a pleasant event to 
the veterans. 

Flemingsburg was ciiosen as the place 
of meeting next year.
